DISAGREE 
ON TEE BOND 
ISSUE 


The Honee ol Representatives, as 


was to be expected, paised a war rev- 
enue bill, which provides among other 
things, for the issuance of $500,000,000 
In bonds. Thia bill was referred to 
the Finance Committee in the Senate, 
and that committee does not agree on 
the bond iasue. The .Republican mem- 
bers of the committee, with the excep- 
tion of Wolcott of Colorado, favor the 
bond clause, while the Democratic 
members and Senator Jonea of Nevada, 
are opposed to it. 


The Republicans say that partisan 


politics should not be introduced into 
war measures, bat at the same time 
Rive the He to the assertion by making 
no provision for coining the bullion in 
the Treasury, which can be done with- 
out injuring person or section at a 
graat profit to the country. Instead of 
using the mints in coining useless 
bullion into constitutional legal tender 
money, which will pass'at its nominal 
value in all parts of the country, they 
want to issue' interest-bearing bonds, 
which will not increase the circulating 
medium one dollar, but which will en- 
rich the gold syndicate by many mill- 
ions at the expense of the people gen- 
erally. 


If it is partisan to oppose such ne- 


farious legislation, then It is to be 
hoped that the Senate; in the interest 
of the great masses of the people, will 
be sufficiently partisan to defeat the 
scheme. 


No American citizen worthy of the 


. name will oppose the issuance of inter- 


est-bearing bonds, however much it 
may enrich the gold trust, when it be- 
comes necessary to do so to prosecute 
the war; but they do it now wb.ec 
$100,000,000 worth of silver bars owned 
by the Government and paid for by 
the people, can be converted by mint- 
ing into fall legal tender, bright, new 
dollars? 


It devolves npon the Senators who 


are not under obligations to the gold 
trust to see that the people are pro- 
tected dnring the excitement incident 
to the war. They should not permit 
the money sharks to take advantage of 
the spirit of patriotism which now per- 
meates the masses, and permit the 
enactment of laws which will give the 
money syndicate a firmer grasp upon 
the public purse. The man who are 
willing to risk tbeir lives for their 
country are entitle to at least as much 
consideration by our law makers as 
the men whose only desire is to profit 
by the requirements of the Govern- 
ment in the war with Spain. 


A special agent of the agricultural

Commodore, 
now 
Bear-Admiral, 


Dewey of the Asiatic Squadron, United 
States Navy, has achieved the greatest 
naval victory of the age, and, all things 
considered, of modern times. 
With 


nine vessels, none of which are battle- 
ships, and several of which are gun- 
boats, he annihilated the Spanish 
squadron of thirteen vessels and took 
the forts at the entrance of the harbor 
of Manila, all without the loss of a 
man or a vessel under bis command. 


This achievement Admiral Dewey ao; 


ooinpllshed thousands of miles from a 
friendly port on the west side of the 
Pacific Ocean where defeat would mean 
the annihilation of his* ships and bis 
men. 


The .official report of the gallant 


Dewey states that be and his brave 
men can take possession of Manila as 
the harbor and defenses are under his 
control. He wants 2,000 men to garri- 
son the forts, and they will be sent 
him as quick as steam can take them 
from San Francisco to Manila. 


Dewey's name will be inscribed on 


the roll of heroes as one of the bravest 
and most successful naval commanders 
of this or any other age, and another 
such victory by Admiral Sampson on 
the Atlantic will make the United 
States mistress of the seas and place 
them in a position to command the re- 
spect of all nations. 


THE Seventh New York, the aristo- 


cratic regiment of the Empire State, 
has declined to join the volunteers. 
The regiment ia made up principally of 
scions of wealthy families, and they 
want to stay at home to protect the 
property of their rich "daddies," who, 
if it is estimated, represent from $600,- 
000,000 to $700,000,000. 


The United States troops and Cuban 


insurgents have fought their first 
battle with the Spaniards, and whipped 
them. The Stars and Stripes and the 
Cuban flag were carried by the allies 
and after the battle floated side by 
side on the ground from which the 
Spaniards bad been driven.
